Substitute Bill Offered Providing for 


Selling of Pools. 


Madison, Wis., March 7.—Assembly- 


man Rossman, author of the proposed 
Race Pool-Selling bill, yesterday af- 
ternoon appeared before the commit- 
tee on agriculture of the assembly and 
offered a substitute bill 
providing 


for pool selling on thirty day race 
meetings. 


The substitute provides that pools 


can be sold only ten days a year on 
any track in the state and on harness 
races only. 
Pools on running races 


are not included, and it is further pro- 
vided that no person under twenty- 
one years shall be allowed in the bet- 
ting ring. 


Mr. Rossman is of the opinion that 


the substitute overcomes all objec- 
tions that have been raised to a pool 
selling bill, will keep out of the state 
any persons who follow race tracks 
and batting- rings for a living and at 
the same time will promote the breed- 
ing industry of fast norses.

Railroad Representatives Argue Be- 


fore Legislative Committee. 


Madison, Wis., March 7.—The hear- 


ing before the joint committee- on as- 
sessment and collection of taxes on 
the railroad taxation bills,, was resum- 
ed yesterday afternoon. ' Arguments 
against the bills were made by Lloyd 
W. Bowers of the Chicago & North- 
western road and George R. Peck 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul. 


Mr. Bowers showed, .that the rail- 


roads were now paying one-eleventh 
of all of the taxes paid in the state 
and that this was far'out of propor- 
tion because the roads did not own 
one-eleventh of the taxable property 
in Wisconsin. 
He quoted from Gov. 


LaFollette's -message to the legisla- 
ture to back up his claim that the 
state was not taxing personal prop- 
erty up to the limit ana said that 
millions o£ dolars worth escaped tax- 
ation. 
He said that the figures of 


the tax commission were unreliable 
and that this could be proved by the 
figures of the governor in his annual 
message. 
Mr. Peck in opening said he pro- 
posed to show that the railroads were 
paying, are paying ana would continue 
to pay their share of the burden of 
the taxes. 
This being the case he 


saw no cause for changing the exist- 
ing laws. 
Mr. Peek presented a class 


of statistics showing that on she aver- 
age the Wisconsin railroads paid a 
higher rate of taxation than railroads 
throughout the United States. 
The 


rates throughout the union averaging 
from 2 to Z\'z per cent. 
The 
.facts 


would show Mr. Peck said, that the 
railway companies of this state were 
paying a higher rate than the rail- 
ways of other states and also that the 
railways paid an equal rate of taxation 
with the other property in Wisconsin.

TO"CARE FOR BABIES 


Warm Controversy Raging About the 


State School at Sparta—Pro 


and Con of the Question, 


'Madison, March 
7-—A warm con- 


troversy is raging 
about the state 


school at .Sparta. 
It was founded 


sixteen years ago. 
The number of 


children kept there ran up to 450, but 
of late years the idea that a home, 
and not an institution is the place for 
children, has made great progress. It 
is said institution children become 
machines; do not know how to de- 
pend upon themselves; rarely cry and 
never smile. 
The result has been 


ihat all over the country orphan asy- 
lums and other once well thought of 
institutions have lost groun-d. 


'The new idea is to put the homeless 


child into a new home as quickly as 
possible. 
Consequently the Sparta 


school has run down to 140. 
Bright 


and attractive children sent there are 
quickly sent into homes which have 
lost chldren or' never had any. The 
balance left at the school is what is 
known as the "melancholy residuum." 


'Some advocate 
that the Sparta 


school should wholly give over the 
work of placing children froin aban- 
doned and wrecked homes, making 
the plant an -annex to the feeble 
minded institution. 
The Children's 


home society and others -supported 
by private gifts are doing excellent 
work and say they could place twice 
the number of children that are of- 
fered to them. But the Sparta school 
does not. want to be closed up. 
A 


bill is before the legislature to admit 
infants under three years ot 
-age. 


At present it takes children between 
14 and 3.' 
There is the warmest op- 


position to the bill on the ground that 
it is a step backward and on 
the 


ground of expense to the state. 


These private societies -have 
no 


buildings, but transfer infants 
to 


their homes often within a few hours. 
One can frequently meet an. agent 
with his homeless babe on the trains 
in Wisconsin. 
The 
Sparta school 


promises 
to be a mere "clearing 


house," receiving and placing chil- 
dren at once, but the tendency would 
be of course 
for infants to tarry 


there. 
Babies thrive badly when, 


herded. 


Even an ignorant mother by watch.- 


ing a child's every motion, its feed- 
ing, etc., by some God-given instinct 
can do well with it, but when they are 
handled in numbers, trouble begins. 
The Sparta school is excellently man- 
aged at present, but there is always 
the possibility of politics being em- 
phasized there. 
At all events many 


physicians and parents arc up in arms 
over the proposal to introduce bab- 
ies at Sparta.

and sixty acres of land and was in a 
prosperous condition.
